WASHINGTON, July 15.—Issues 


of the peace treaty fight wei'e expect- 
ed to result in further committee ac- 
tion and several hours of debate in 
the senate chamber today.

formation about the Versailles nego- 
tiations had before it today a pro- 
posal by Senator Johnson, republican, 
of California,'to request all available 
data bearing on the preparation of 
the treaty and particularly all pro- 
posed drafts of the league of no- 
tions.

Statute Now Effective Call- 


ed Most Progressive

Legislation 


COLUMBUS, July 14.—The new 


Graham law, giving the state bank; 
superintendent greatly increased su- 
pervision ov*»r state and privatebaJilis 
went into operation Friday. 


This measure is said to 'be the most 


progressive and constructive piece of 
banking legislation ever enacted by 
any state. It passed the general as- 
sembly ivith but one vote dissenting. 


The hank law is designed to sur- 


round banks with such safeguards 
that the interests of depositors will 
he protected more securely than ever 
before. 


One reform brought about by the 


law is that it limits the use of the 
name "bank" to bona fide banking 
institutions. Under the old law any 
kind of a concern could use the name 
".bank." Now its use is restricted to 
•genuine banks incorporated by the 
state. 


The new law has materially In- 


creased the work of the state banking 
department. Superintendent Phil S. 
Eerg, head of the state banking dte- 
partment, played an important part 
jn the preparation of the law, which 
codifies all the banking acts ever 
passed, eliminating provisions which 


long been obsolete.

Regulations in regard to the nbe 


of alcoholic beverages and intoxica- 
ting liquors ha-ve been recened by H. 
B. jJoiM-y, internal revenue collector, 
from the t!e=isury department. Wasli- 
ngton. 
Among ihe most important 


ruling is that physicians may pre- 
scribe wines and liquors for internal 
ise. or alcohol for external use. but 
ti every such case prescription must 
be duplicate, signed by- physician 
and with the person's full name and 
adress. 


Druggists may not fill out the 


prescriptions, if they think or know 
that the patient is getting t-he liquor 
illegally, or getting more than the 
prescribed amount, by going to var- 
jious physicians. 
They should carry 


in a separate file a record of each 
prescription filled, and once a month 
transmit to the collector, of internal 
revenue a list showing the names of 
the physicians. 


Wholesale or retail liquor dealers 


having stock or wines on hand may 
sell to pharmacists holding permits, 
until then- present supplies are ex- 
hausted." This pertains to wholesale 
or liquor dealers who are licensed 
druggists or pharmacists. 


Those desiring inforation as to the 


prohibition regulations may obtain 
the same from the local income col-' 
lector, 
postoffice 
building, or by 


writing either the attorney general 
or the district U. S. attorney.
